BARCELONA BUSY CITY: 
NO SIGN OF PANIC YET 


‘Crowds Hurry in Streets— 
Many Trucks Carrying War 
: Supplies. 


By the Associated Press. 


BARCELONA, Jan. 18. — The 
stiffening of Government défense 
lines gave Barcelona new heart and 
made it a bustling city of wartime 
business today in the face of the 
gravest insurgent threat to Govern- 
ment Spain since the civil war 


started exactly two and a half years 
aro. 

The worry which gripped the 
Government. capital when insur- 
gents drove within 35 miles of Bar- 
celona has disappeared. Morning 
found the streets full of hurrying 
crowds and noisy truck traffic. 

The few white-gloved, white-hel- 
meted traffic policemen who have 
survived the sweeping conscription 
decrees wore themselves out whis- 
tling and waving to the heavy flow 
of vehicles rushing through the 
streets with war supplies. 

The traditional idle Spanish strol- 
ler vanished from the streets and 
pedestrians walked as if they were 
late for vital appointments. The 
loafers’ haven, Ciudadela Park, was 
deserted. A few forlorn animals, 
still in their cages in the park, 
looked startled by stray passersby. 
Nowhere was there a sign of 
panic. Any siege of Barcelona 


ernment announced the southern 
defense line had been stabilized 
after the retirement from Tarra- 
gona. 

In the north, the Government 
said the rough terrain would make 
going hard for the insurgents.

Measure ‘Would Repeal 
Wagner Act and Set Up 


New Board to Investigate 
and Prosecute. 


FEDERAL COURTS 
WOULD TRY CASES 


Employe Elections Would’ 
Be Mandatory Before 
Unions Could Be Certi- 


fied by Agency.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—A bill 
to repeal the Wagner National La- 
hor Relations Act of 1935 was in- 
troduced in the House today by 
Representative C. Arthur Ander- 
son (Dem.) of St. Louis County, 
the purpose of the measure being 
to strip the National Labor Rela- 
tions Hooard of all judicial func- 
tions, Cotesel iis powers to in 
vestigation and prosecution, and 
provide union members with the 
means of freeing themselves “from 
the control of thugs, gangsters and 
hoodiumes- 

The bill is a proposed substitute 
for the Wagner Act, and would set 
up a new NLRB, which among 
othet things, would be forbidden to 


certify any alien or person con-, 


victed of fclony as the representa- 


tive of a labor union. The “judge: 


and jury” powers of the present 
hoard would be transferred to the 
I'nited States District Courts, be- 
fore which the new board would 
be able only to prosecute com- 
plaints. The courts would decide 
whether charges of unfair labor 
practices should be upheld or dis- 
missed, whether cease and desist 
orders should be issued or refused, 
and whether employes should be 
reinstated with or without back 
pay. 

Anderson said today that his bill 
ia the first to be introduced at this 
session of Congress for revising the 
Wagner Labor Act 

A fealtture of the bill, according 
to its author, is that “the Labor 
Boarrd lis shorn of its power arbi- 
trarily to certify any union as ex- 
clusive representative without first 
holding an election among the em- 
ployes to determine their choice.” 
Another section provides that “no 
charge iof failure to bargain with 
any union can be made against) 
an employer until an election has) 
been held to determine the choice 
of the employes. 

Anderson’s Comment. | 

The measure is entitied ‘an act) 
to diminish the causes of labor | 
disputes burdening or obstructing 
interests and foreign commerce.” 
Anderson commented that “the law | 
as it isinow written and the board | 
as now constituted create a men-| 
ace to national defense. There is; 
no possibility of improved business | 
conditions until the statute is made 
to comply with the fundamental 
principles of justice and fair play. | 
The working man must be pro- 
tected not only against unscrupu- 
lous employers but from racketeers 
masquerading as labor leaders.” 

Employers excluded from the op- 
erations of the measure would be 
the United States, the states and 
their political subdivisions, labor 
unions and corporations subject to | 
the Railway Labor Act. Employes | 
excluded are agricultural and do-. 
mestic 'workers. 

There would be a board of three 
members, appointed by the Presi-| 
dent and confirmed by the Senate, | 
for respective terms of one, three | 


and five years, The President |§ 


would designate one member as | 
chairman, Each would be paid 
$10,000 a year, and would be re-| 
movable by the President, after | 
notice and hearing, only for neg- | 
lect of duty or malfeasance in of-| 
fice. The members would be elig- | 
ible to reappointment. They would | 
take over the records, employes 
and unexpended funds of the old' 
board and be required to make 
annual reports to Congress. 

The board would be empowered | 
to make, amend or rescind such 
rules and regulations as would be, 
necessary to carry out the provi-| 
sions of the act. 

Rights of Employes. 

Te employes is guaranteed the 
right to organize in unions, bar-' 
gain coliectively and strike. It is 
declared an unfair practice for an | 
employer to dominate a labor or- 
ganization, contribute financially | 
or otherwise to its support, or in- 
terfere with its formatff or ad- | 
ministration. It would also be un- | 
fair for an employer to encourage | 
or discourage union membership | 
by discrimination or threats of | 
discrimination in regard to hire 
or tenure of employment, or to dis- 
charge or otherwise discriminate 
against an employe because he 
filed charges or gave testimony 
under the act.

shall be barred or permitted. 

The measure would require half 
of the judges in such an election 
to be persons favoring the sale of 
liquor and the other half opposed 
to the sale of liquor. After such a 
local option election was held in a 
county, the question could not be 
submitted in the county again until 
four years had elapsed, under an- 
other provision of the bill. 

Representative Roy Hamlin of 

Marion County, majority floor 
leader, introduced a bill in the 
House calling for repeal of the so- 
called discriminatory provisions of 
the State liquor control law. These 
provisions recently were held con- 
stitutional by the United States Su- 
preme Court, in a test case, but 
there has been some question of 
their desirability. 
The present law prohibits the pur- 
chase, importation, transportation, 
or possession in Missouri of intox- 
icating liquor or non-intoxicating 
beer manufactured or bottled in any 
state which discriminates against 
intoxicating liquor or non-intoxicat- 
ing beer manufactured in Missouri, 
or discriminates against Missouri 
firms or persons selling or dealing 
in such liquors, 

The repeal measure carries an 
emergency clause, to make it ef- 
fective at once if passed and signed 
by the Governor, on the ground the 
present law has caused damage to 
the business of citizens of Missouri.

COURT RULES CHILDREN CAN 
BE FORCED TO SALUTE FLAG 


New York Appeals Board Rejects 
Pilea That Gesture Is a Species 
ef Idolatry. 
By the Associated Press. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 18.—New 
York's Court of Appeals ruled yes- 
terday that school children can be 
forced to salute the American Flag 
because “it is not an act of wor- 
ship” and therefore does not vio- 
late the religious freedom clauses 
of the Constitution. 
Ruling unanimously in the case 
of Charles and Hilda Sandstrom, 
members of a religious sect which 
holds the salute is idolatry, the 
court said:

UCH is being said but very little is 
M being done about the sharecropper in 
Southeast Missouri. The condition in 
Pemiscot County and all other Southeast 
Missouri counties has been gradually 
growing worse since the AAA was put 
into effect in14935. As one of the business 
men of this section, I have been in con- 
stant touch with conditions down here. 

Yesterday I made a trip over Highway 
No. 61 north and south of Hayti. 


miles south of Hayti on 61 at least 12 | 


families were camped out on the highway. 
One mile north of Lilbourn, around 100 
people were camped on the highway. At 
the function of Matthews and highway 
61. around 50 people were camped—in- 
cluding one man with his wife and eight 
children. These campers have their en- 
tire families exposed to the cold wind, 
with no shelter except a quilt or sheet 
pinned up on sticks. 

As one of the leading newspapers of 
the State of Missouri, I trust you will 
use every effort to bring attention to the 
existing condition of Pemiscot County 
and the entire Southeast Missouri cotton 
belt. The large landowners have forced 
these tenants to give up their share crop 
and try to exist on the two and three 
days’ work each week they can give 
them. The Missouri Relief Commission 
gives a’ few of them aid, but most of 
that has now been cut off. 

I believe that some pressure should be 
brought on the landowners of this sec- 
tion to force them to stop making these 
farmers move in order to get all the Gov- 
ernment rent paid them for crop reduc- 
tion. Any aid you can give this district 
will be appreciated by the people as a 
whole.

Bit by bit, the picture of the Union Hlectric Co.'s 
undercover participation in Missouri politics is fall- 
ing into place and, when the current inquiry of the

Lesiie B. Harrison's statement, published in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, showed that, as & result 
of a plan conceived by Union Electric Co, men, he 
had been hired as a reporter by the St. Charles Cos- 


electric generators. 

Harrison, ostensibly in the employ of the newspa- 
per, says his salary and expenses were paid by the 
Union Electric Co., a fact confirmed by E. Lee Renno, 
one of the newspaper's editors. With unusual candor, 
he admits smearing public men who favored munici- 
pal ownership, using “all the tricks that one could 
possibly use in the way of twisting quotations, using 
parts of statements and omitting other sentences.” He 
also engaged in political activities, boosting Union 
Electric candidates and assisting financially in their 
campaigns. One of his tasks was to manage what 
amounted to a subsidy by the Union Electric to the 
Cosmos-Monitor, in buying advertising space at a 
figure, Harrison claims, vastly in excess of the usual 
rate. Finally, he says, he was paid by the Union 
Electric to get out of town. 

It was, to say the legst, a raw and crude per- 
formance.

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TWO DISCREDITED PROJECTS. 

“We're going to have Quoddy,” said President 
Roosevelt at Campobello Island in July, 1936, and 
now he is trying again to carry out a promise 
which, for very good reasons, was hopeless when he 
made it. In order to force the opposition to scatter 
its fire, he has linked the project this time with 
the proposed Florida ship canal, which has no bet- 
ter chance of achieving reality. 

To try to resurrect Passamaquoddy Dam in the 
face of reviving sentiment in Congress for economy 
and in disregard of the prevailing temper of the 
people is plainly foolhardy. The President's streak 
of Dutch stubbornness has eclipsed his usual flair 
for leadership. When there are a score of pressing 
problems demanding attention, he would fritter away 
energy and dissipate morale by urging projects 
which have failed to get the approval of Congresses 
far more responsive to the executive’s wishes than 
the present one is. 

The President’s right-hand man, Secretary Ickes, 
was first to turn thumbs down on the Passama- 
quoddy Dam, early in 1933, The engineering divi- 
sion of PWA turned it down, as did the PWA Board 
of Review. So did the Federal Power Commission 
and the Army Corps Engineers. Finally Congress, 
in 1936, forced abandonment.

watt hour. Power can be produced by efficient 
hydro-electric and steam methods at approximately 
an eighth of this figure. 

The proposal to resume work on the Gulf-Atlantic 
canal project in Florida falls in the same category. 
The War Department’s Board of Engineers recom- 
mended that the project be abandoned after a survey 
fixed the cost at $263,000,000. Even the President’s 
rosy view contemplates that tolls on the canal would 
pay only the original cost, but not any interest on 
the investment. And this leaves out of account 
the danger that the canal would seriously lower 
the water table in the richest citrus-growing section 
of the State. 

The counts could be’ multiplied against both of 
those projects, but it is unnecessary. We are con- 
vinced that Congress can be relied upon to see that 
no further funds will be added to the $12,500,000 
which has already been wasted on these visionary 
undertakings.

OPPOSES ‘MEDICINE BY RULE’ 


Says Programs Outlined by Gow 
ernment Do Net Consider 
Individual Conditions. 
MILWAUKEE, Jan. 18. Dr. 
Rock Sleyster of Wauwatosa, Wis., 
president-elect the American 
Medical Association, criticised 
“medicine by rule, mechanized on 
the efficiency basis,” in an address 
to the Milwaukee Academy of 

Medicine last night. 

“The fact that the Government 
wants to take over the medical pro- 
fession because it is selfish and in- 
different to the needs of the peo- 
ple would be laughabie were it not 
for the serious consequences of 
such an act.” he said 

Standardized programs of med- 
ical care outlined by governmental! 
agencies do not consider individual 
conditions, Dr. Sleyster said, and 
would subject the medical profes- 
sion “to unsound doctrines which 
would eventually lower the stand- 
ards, as in other nations where 
physicians are subservient to po 
litical control 

“The people have become sus- 
ceptibie to glowing panaceas with- 
out realizing the prices they will 
have to pay.” 

He criticised “haphazard and un- 
scientific surveys condgcted by in- 
experienced relief workers in con- 
nection with medical care.” 

He contended that State and 
county medical societies can best 
handie the problems of medical 
service for ail.

Method Suggested to Pre- 
vent Pitcher Dripping at 
Dinner Table.

EAR Mrs. Post: We've noticed 
Docu: answer recently to a wom- 

an who wanted to know what to 
do when pouring from a pitcher at 
the table to keep the after-drop 
from dripping on the tablecloth? 
We were rather surprised that you 
did not recommend a remedy which 
we all been have using for so many 
years that we have more or less 
taken for granted it had general 
use. If the hostess would instruct 
her maid to apply a little butter to 
the under side of the “lip” of the 
pitcher there would be no dripping, 
no necessity to lick one’s finger, or 
no soiling of the linen, either ta- 
blecloth or napkin. And further- 
more, no embarrassed hostess or 
guest. “~ 

Answer: I’ve never heard of this 
before. It may be all right, but no 
matter how little butter is smeared 
on the under side, it sounds very 
unattractive. As a matter of fact, 
the question of the drip is almost 
entirely one of the @hape of the 
pitcher. Therefore, it is an excel- 
lent plan when you are buying a 
pitcher to have some water put in 
it and pour it.. It is true that wa- 
ter will pour much more easily 
than cream, and far more easily 
than molasses. Even so, certain 
pitchers are easy to pour from, 
whereas others have a tendency to 
spill over on all sides! Others leave 
no drip at all, even though the 
cream be very thick, if when pour- 
ing you lift the pitcher with a very 
sudden upward motion, made with 
a quick twist of the wrist. If it 
does drip, the edge of a clean spoon, 
fork or knife is the proper thing 
to use, 


Dear Mrs, Post: Is it proper for 
a young woman to go to a young 
man’s apartment alone under some 
circumstances, and if so, what are 
they?

In Taking First 
Trick With King 

Playing Low Card Might 


Have Defeated Declarer’s 
No Trump Contract. 


By Ely Culbertson 


ESPITE the fact that the first 
P)ennuai bridge examinations, 
held in 1937, contained many 
questions which involved forcing 
passes, and many others that in- 
volved trap passes, these particular 
bidding coups still elude the pubiic 
at large. Given a good hand, the 
average player can no more resist 
making a series of bids on it than 
he can resist a chance to pick up 
the proverbial pocketbook on April 
Fool's day. This trait was proved 
anew by several questions of the 
recent second annual examination, 

Question 41 was one of them: 
Only East-West are vulnerable. 

North-South have 40 part-score, The 

bidding proceeds: 

South West North East 

l diamond Pass 2 clubs 2 spades 
You are South and hold: 

41063 @PAQD GEKQIOS8 H62 
What call do you make and why? 
The correct answer was that 

South should pass. Thousands of 

examinees gave three diamonds as 

South’s correct action, and hun- 

dreds of them backed this bid up 

by elaborating that they would thus 
try to cash in on their part-score. 

The official answer, which appeared 

a week after the examination, point- 

ed out that South's partner, North,

score as was South and that he 
hardly would pass to two spades 
‘unless he had a miserable hand. 
i'The main point involved was that 
‘South should not rob North of the 
opportunity to double the vulner- 
able two spade bid which might 
well have been a “push” based on 
East's desperate effort to forestall 
the opponents’ going game in a low 
contract. Such a pass on South's 
part is the epitome of generalship 
and strategy, being both technically 
and psychologically sound. These 
part-score situations present won- 
derful opportunities for the appli- 
cation of pure logic and I com- 
mend them to readers’ attention. 

The answers that reached me on 
this question lined up as follows: 
12,867 bid three diamonds; 7145 cor- 
rectly passed; 28 brave souls dou- 
bled, 

Incidentally a 20 point demerit 
was given for any bid other than a 
pass. This demerit, of course, also 
applied to a double which was, to 
put it mildly, a bit aggressive,
